Catechists 
challenged 


to reflect 
Christ

ALCALA PARK — Some 1,360 
catechists from throughout the San Diego 
diocese were exposed to a variety of ideas 
and models in better reflecting Christ at 
the annual Catechetical Institute held 
Sept. 24 at the University of San Diego in 
Alcala Park. 

In the keynote address ‘‘Reflecting 
Dimensions of Christ,’’ Tom Zanzig, a 
consultant and author for St. Mary’s 
Press in Winona, Minn., provided the 
religious educators with two perspectives 
of who Jesus is. 

“We all have a certain understanding 
of who Jesus is,”’ said Zanzig, known for 
his work in the area of Christology and 
youth ministry. 

By summiarizing the understanding of a 
pre-Vatican II Jesus and the 
understanding of Jesus today, Zanzig said 
he hoped to offer the catechists a new 
image of Christ. 

The pre-Vatican II image of Jesus 
focused on the spiritual side — Son of 
God, the second person in the Blessed 
Trinity, the pre-existent word of God. 

It is generally understood that the 
Gospels were identified as _ historical 
documents dictated by God through 
mesmerized authors and that God is 
removed from us because of original sin, 
explained Zanzig. 

Central themes of this perspective 
include divinity, the significance of the 
incarnation, the Mass as a re-enactment 
of Calvary and that we are saved through

SAN DIEGO — The San Diego 
diocese and area pro-life groups will seek 
to call greater attention to and action for 
the sanctity and dignity of human life at 
all of its stages through talks and 
distribution of literature at various 
churches on Respect Life Sunday Oct. 2. 

The Respect Life Program, which 
begins each year on the first Sunday of 
October, is an annual program sponsored 
by the Catholic bishops of the United 
States. 

Regarding the abortion aspect of 
Respect Life Sunday, which this year falls 


not only during the midst of the 
presidential and congressional campaigns 
but also on _ Political Responsibility 
Sunday in the diocese, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher said: 

“There is no better time to awaken the 
conscience of people for the protection of 
the unborn than at the ballot box. 

‘*Since we are for life, we have an 
obligation to use every just means 
possible to change present legislation,’’ he 
said. 

‘*We also have an obligation to educate 
other people to the sanctity of life and the 
true meaning of the First Amendment,”’ 
which grants ‘‘the right to life, and that 
means right to life for the unborn,”’ 


Bishop Maher said. 

Goals of the U.S. bishops’ Respect Life 
Program are to proclaim the sanctity of 
human life, oppose all that endangers 
human life, support whatever nourishes 
or sustains the proper enjoyment of life, 
and create advocacy for whatever meets 
the needs of families and individuals. 

These goals look at the consistent ethic 
of life, said Father Douglas Regin, 
diocesan pro-life/respect life coordinator 
and pastor of St. Francis Church, Vista. 

The Respect Life Program’s ‘‘initial 
focus was on abortion,”’ he said. But the 
U.S. bishops’ pastoral on economic 
justice also looks at disrespect for life seen 

““people who don’t have the resources 


to survive in society.’’ Father Regin 
said the Respect Life Program goals 
encompass all issues threatening the 
sanctity of life, including fetal transplants, 
in which some women “‘have abortions so 
they can sell the body parts of fetuses.”’ 
Information packets from the Respect 
Life Program have been sent to parishes 
with the request that pastors have the 
information incorporated into parish 
education programs, Father Regin said. 


Some parishes have scheduled special 


events focusing on the sanctity of life.

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Escondido Mass marks 100 years of faith

ESCONDIDO — The Mass at Kit 
Carson Park amphitheatre, celebrated 
here Sept. 25, reflected a threefold theme: 
Resurrection Church’s evangelization 
program, Father Junipero Serra’s 
beatification earlier in Rome and the 
beginning of Escondido’s centennial 
celebration. 

Father Roger Lechner, pastor, was the 
main celebrant of the 11 a.m. liturgy. 
Concelebrants were Father Scott Burnfa, 
associate pastor, Franciscan Father 
Juniper Snyder, Sunday associate at 
Resurrection Church, and Father 
Michael Froidurot, associate pastor at St. 
Mary Church, ‘Escondido. Deacon Leo 
Valdivia of Resurrection Church assisted. 

The event drew some 2,000 
participants from Resurrection, St. Mary 
and St. Timothy churches in Escondido 
and St. Stephen’s in Valley Center, said 
Gretchen McLane, who chaired the 
liturgy planning committee with Donna 
Hodder. 

In his homily Father Lechner drew a 
connection between the Mass and the site 
of Father Serra’s first Baptism at Los 
Cristianitos, a national shrine 40 miles 
from Kit Carson Park. : 

“‘From that first Baptism of Father 
Serrra you and I have been baptized and 
have trained others to be baptized,’’ he 
said. 

““By coming here today we are telling 
the City of Escondido :.. we have been 
with you these 100 years’? and will 
continue to offer prayers and volunteer 
work as the Gospel teaches, Father 
Lechner said. 

He called upon the assembly to 
continue their efforts to evangelize the 
Escondido community. ‘‘We can’t do this 
unless our innermost faults are cleansed 
in the love of God.’’ 

More than half the Escondido 
community does not attend any church, 
the pastor said.

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Will court 
reverse 
Roe - Wade? 


Supreme Court Justice Harry A. Blackmun Sept. 13 
raised court-watchers’ eyebrows and pro-lifers’ hopes 
when he predicted the Supreme Court will soon reverse its 
1973 abortion ruling. 

Blackmun, author of the controversial Roe vs. Wade 
decision that legalized abortion nationwide, told law 
students that ‘‘the next question is, ‘will Roe vs. Wade go 
down the drain?’ I think there’s a very distinct possibility 
that it will — this term. You can count the votes.”’ 

But the possibility of overturning Roe vs. Wade rests 
on two major factors: 

First, the Supreme Court has to agree to consider 
abortion again. 

As of mid-September, when the court was still in recess 
after completing its 1987-1988 term, it had included no 
abortion cases on its 1988-89 agenda. Furthermore, 
unlike the 1973 Roe case, any abortion issue the court 
does take up probably is not going to involve a direct, yes- 
or-no vote on abortion itself. 

Second, reversing Roe vs. Wade depends on getting 
Supreme Court justices — historically independent 
individuals, no matter what the presidents appointing 
them assume — to vote against a 15-year-old precedent 
legalizing abortion. 

If the high court does take up another abortion case, it 
might well be one involving the rights of parents when 
their teen-age daughters want abortions. Another 


possibility might be a case questioning the rights of a man 
to prevent his girlfriend or spouse from aborting his 
unborn child. 


The Supreme Court has upheld two types of laws 
providing for parental involvement in minor girls’ 
abortion. In 1981, for example, it upheld a Utah law 
demanding doctors notify parents when teens get 
abortions. 

Since then, different state laws on parental involvement 
have continued to raise different questions, and federal 
appeals court judges in August issued contradictory 
decisions on parental involvement statutes. 

Meanwhile, fathers’ rights cases have arisen in Indiana 
and Minnesota recently, and pro-lifers want the Supreme 
Court to take up one of the Indiana cases. 


In that dispute, a man tried to prevent his estranged 
wife from aborting their child. The father obtained a 
lower state court injunction temporarily forbidding the 
abortion. But the Indiana Supreme Court subsequently 
dissolved the injunction and said the man could not stop 
the abortion, which the woman then obtained. 

In 1976, the Supreme Court ruled that husbands 
cannot veto wives’ abortion decisions. But, abortion 
opponents contend, other aspects of the extent to which 
the father can be involved in the question remain unclear. 

While the Indiana court proceedings were under way, 
Chief Justice William H. Rehnquist, one of the Supreme 
Court justices considered most amenable to pro-life 
causes, refused to block the Indiana Supreme Court’s 
action allowing the abortion go ahead. 

Others justices considered most likely to vote to 
overturn Roe vs. Wade are Byron R. White and 


President Reagan’s three appointees — Sandra Day 


O’Connor, Antonin Scalia and Anthony M. Kennedy. 

As Blackmun noted, the fate of Roe vs. Wade may 
hinge on Kennedy’s views on stare decisis, the legal 
doctrine that courts do not overturn older, well- 
established rulings. 

Kennedy joined the court in early 1988 after it had split 
4-4 and issued no opinion on the case of an Illinois 
parental notification law. 

‘Apparently Blackmun recognizes that Roe vs. Wade 
cannot survive merely on its constitutional merits,’’ the 
National Right to Life Committee said. 

“Blackmun hopes that Justice Kennedy will abide by 
precedent,’ the group noted. ‘‘But Supreme Court 
justices are bound by their oaths to overturn precedents 
when precedents violate the Constitution, as does Roe vs. 
Wade,”’ it added. 

Another anti-abortion organization, the Chicago-based 
Pro-Life Action League, said that ‘‘while there is no 
abortion case currently before the court, the court could 
look for one in order to overturn the 1973 abortion ruling. 
Let’s hope, let’s pray, this is what happens.”’

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Several Catholic magazines have recently run articles on 
the moral question of whether or not one can, in good 
conscience, vote for a candidate who supports abortion. 
This pro-life issue has tremendous importance for many 
voters, not just Catholics. 

If the answer is ‘‘No,”’ as suggested by the articles that 
have crossed my desk, then we are in great trouble, since 
both of the political parties and both of the major candidates 
for president support abortion. 

Gov. Michael Dukakis believes that the individual 
woman must exercise her own conscience and religious 
convictions and make her own decision on abortion. 

This sort of thinking is very popular among white, 
middle-aged, middle-income males. It evades the moral 
guilt of encouraging abortions while evading the rights and 
responsibilities of the father. It is a typical male cop-out. 

Vice President George Bush is more forthright in his 
support of selective abortions. He says, ‘‘I am opposed to 
abortion except when the life of the mother is threatened or 
when there is rape or incest.”” 

“*If the life of the mother is threatened’’ is open to very 
wide interpretations. Are we speaking of physical, mental 
and/or emotional health? How life-threatening must be the 
danger, and who decides? 

A child conceived through rape or incest is also a human 
being with an immortal soul. At what point in this process 
does it cease to have human rights so that abortion isa proper 
remedy? There are some very fine moral issues at stake here. 

So when Vice President Bush and so many candidates for 
the Senate and the House of Representatives hide behind 
“‘selective abortion’’ and pose as pro-life advocates, we are 
being deceived. It is a cruel hoax. 

To make it worse, note that Bush and many ofhis backers 
Say quite openly that they would support a constitutional 
amendment to make this selective abortion the law of the 
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land. They are quite explicit about it. 

To continue their smoke screen, they loudly denounce the 
use of federal funds to pay for abortions, except when the life 
of the mother is threatened, etc. So, they are openly 
advocating the use of some federal money for abortions, and 
they have no squeamishness about the use of other monies 
for abortions. They accept abortion as a proper action, at 
times. 

Pro-life issues deserve better champions than these men 
who would only add other moral issues and complications to 
the situation, but lock them into constitutional law. 

So, it would appear that those ‘‘one-issue’’ voters who see 
the pro-life issues as overriding all others, cannot yote for 
either Bush or Dukakis, or a whole host of Republican and 
Democratic candidates. 

Perhaps they should look for a third-party candidate, but 
these usually are candidates who have their own single- 
issue priorities which they enlarge to cover other issues. 
That’s no solution either. 

It may be necessary to look over the entire array of issues 
supported by the major candidates and parties and choose 
the one with the best overall plans for life and death matters, 
areas of justice and inequity and the best overall interests of 
the country. 

It may also be necessary for pro-life people to realize that 
the solutions they so ardently desire are not going to come 
through political activity, but through the calm, reasoned 
voices of educating the public.

In the Christian tradition, we look upon Sunday as 
different from other days of the week. On Sundays, we 
slow our pace of living to allow time for worship and 
reflection, time to recall how God’s love has influenced 
our decisions and affected our well-being. 

Respect Life Sunday, celebrated each year in Catholic 
parishes throughout the United States on the first Sunday 
of October, is likewise a special day of worship and 
reflection. We need a day like this at a time in our history 
when so many seem to be insensitive to the awesomeness 
of human life. 

Some seem to treat life as a mere commodity. There is 
a great need to deepen the awareness that life is a gift of 
God graced with transcendent dignity and splendor. 

Abortion continues to plague our nation. It is 
staggering to the mind to realize that each year we allow 1 
1/2 million unborn children to be its victims! Abortion 
kills the developing child. It leaves many women with 
lifelong scars of anger, regret and despair. 

Its negative impact also affects others: the child’s 
father, family members, friends, health care workers. 
Moreover, it has a debilitating effect on our society, 
which has accepted killing, however uneasily, as a 
legitimate way to solve problems and conflicts. 

Many new parents describe the birth of a child as a 
miracle. They have encountered the awesomeness of new 
life. Through reflection, we too can enter into their 
experience and realize that to speak of the sanctity of life 
only at ‘‘some point”’ after conception is to draw arbitrary 
lines as to when life begins. 

The elderly and the dying in our society have many 
concerns, such as anxiety over unwanted aggressive 
medical treatment. This apprehension is increasingly 
exploited by those who want to legalize active euthanasia. 

Reflection provides an opportunity to develop a more 
profound awareness of the human dignity of the dying 
patient. Through reflection on Jesus’ life, death and 

"resurrection, we can also arrive at a deeper insight into 


the meaning of suffering and- even death itself. 

While some people fear that they may be required to 
undergo too much medical treatment, millions of others 
lack access to the most basic and essential health care. 
Catholic teaching recognizes access to health care as a 
basic human right — one which flows from the right to life 
itself. 

But this right is not widely acknowledged in principle 
or practice in our country. Especially acute is the need for 
better prenatal care for low-income pregnant women and 
pediatric care for their children. 

Through reflection we can learn to see things from the 
side of the poor and powerless, leading us to take effective 
action on behalf of their urgent needs. 

The 1988 Respect Life Program, which begins on 
Sunday, Oct. 2, focuses on a number of critical issues, 
including those already mentioned. In addition, this 
year’s program also draws attention to hardcore and child 
pornography, hope and compassion for AIDS patients, 
and observations of the 20th anniversary of Humanae 
Vitae. 

On this Respect Life Sunday I urge Catholics to join 
me in slowing our pace and making time for worship and 
relfection. Let us praise and glorify God, the author of 
life. Let us ponder the direction that we, as a society, are 
taking in our attitude toward life and how we might help 
others grow with us in developing a deeper reverence for 
the gift of life. 

Let us also ask God to send his Spirit to sensitize 
everyone’s heart to the beauty, the grandeur and the 
miracle of human life.

In addition to providing speakers at 
churches, CCHL members also distribute 
literature at local colleges and 
universities. Subjects include the 
presidential candidates’ views on pro-life 


‘issues, fighting AIDS through sexual 


abstinence, and secondary virginity, said 
Ann Fitch, CCHL president. 

The Right to Life Council of San Diego 
County has also directed its respect-life 
message to the upcoming election, said 
Joan Patton, vice president of the council. 

The council has expanded on the U.S. 


bishops’ Respect Life campaign by 
printing and distributing 100,000 
candidate surveys to Catholics and many 
other interested church groups. 

These surveys list each. candidate’s 
responses to questions regarding the life 
and death issues of abortion, infanticide 
and euthanasia,’’ Patton said. 

Catherine Ewers, Southern California 
regional consultant of Birthright of San 
Diego County, said that organization 
endorses the U.S. bishops’ Respect Life 


. Program. 


‘Respecting Life is one way of putting 
our Christian principles into action on a 
daily basis,’’ she said. 

Speakers representing Birthright have 
addressed congregations at Our Lady of 
Refuge Church, Pacific Beach, and St. 
Mary Magdalene Church, Bay Park, 
Ewers said. 

The speakers explained Birthright’s 
services, which include providing free 
pregnancy tests and counseling, medical 
referrals and maternity clothing and 
supplies, Ewers said. 

Regarding future pro-life parish 
programs, Father Regin said the national 
office of pro-life directors will assess the 
needs of pastors and associates and 
encourage the formation of parish 
committees to disseminate information 
and work on pro-life issues that enter the 
political arena.

Alcala as a minor basilica, Bishop Maher 
said in his homily, ‘This solemn 
beatification allows us to offer this liturgy 
today in (Blessed Serra’s) name, 
acknowledging his sanctity and calling on 
him for our assistance.”’ 

‘*We look up to him as an example of a 
practical way of living the Gospel and 
how it encourages us to attain perfection 
in our own lives. 

‘Being an active missionary among the 
Indians, he encourages us to fulfill our 
mission with authentic love and zeal for 
the salvation of others,”’ the bishop said. 

He noted Father Serra as an historical 
figure in the country, and compared 
Serra with his contemporary, George 
Washington, Serra being 19 years old and 
dying 15 years before the famed general 
and first president of the United States. 

“They both worked for a common 
cause, each in his own sphere, both great 
pioneers — one the father of his country, 
the other the father of his church,” 
Bishop Maher said. 

As Bishop Maher was extolling the 
virtues of Father Serra inside the basilica, 
two local persons held a wide sign outside 
the mission’s east entry, calling for 
concern for those Indians who allegedly 

suffered under the mission system. 

Their peaceful and quiet protest of 


Serra’s beatification was without 
incident. 
However, earlier that morning, 


vandals sprayed graffiti on the walls of the 
Serra Museum and on the cross dedicated 
to the missionary and splattered paint on 
a Serra statue at Presidio Park, site of the 
original Mission San Diego.

of Jesus, he said. 

The new perspective views the Gospels 
as ‘‘post-reaction testimonies of faith by 
people who lived with Jesus, experienced 
his message, watched him (be) executed 
and experienced the glory of the 
resurrection,’’ said Zanzig. 

This perspective looks at Jesus as a 
man, a prophet, a friend, and ‘‘what it 
was like to be around him.”’ 

‘The resurrection becomes the central 
focus because it is the sign that says Jesus 
speaks the truth,’’ he said. 

The first implications of the pre- 
Vatican attitude is a sense of Jesus doing 
everything for his people. Now, said 
Zanzig, the belief is that Jesus “‘did it 
before us and serves as a model for us.”’ 

The first theory implies ‘‘Jesus reunites 
us with the Father. Today Jesus reveals to 
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us a God we can call Abba — one who 
would never abandon us,’’ he continued. 

Finally, Jesus was viewed as calling us 
to endure life by ‘‘struggling through this 
veil of sin, but now he calls us to embrace 
life as fully as he did,’’ said Zanzig. 

‘‘Jesus is the Word of God. We, too, 
are words of God — reflections. Our call 
is to embrace this dignity and share it 
with others,’’ Zanzig concluded. 

In the Spanish-speaking keynote 
address, Jesuit Father Anastacio Rivera, 
in exploring how to overcome the barrier 
to unity in the faith community that 
cultural diversity can pose, also used 
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historical comparisons of the past and 
present. 

Though the coming together of two 
different cultures, such as the North 
European and Latin American cultures in 
California, can cause pain and conflict, it 
can also ‘‘engender new energies and 
create new possibilities for both 


cultures,’’ said Father Rivera, director of 
Hispanic ministry for the Archdiocese of 
Los Angeles. 

So the question of Catholics of different 
cultures reflecting Christ to each other is 


how to unify in diversity, he said.

‘‘Do we somehow hang on to my style 
or culture as the only valid one, and 
therefore put down other styles, or do I 
dig into, emphasize positive yalues of 
diverse cultures and build on that?’’ he 
asked the some 300 persons registered for 
the Spanish-speaking portion of the 
institute. 

Though confessing he did not have the 
complete answer, Father Rivera said one 
way is to look at history to understand 
how particular characteristics of two 
confronting cultures developed and how 
each cultural group benefited from the 
other. _ 

The ‘‘Christ Reflected’’ theme of the 


institute was carried throughout the 
workshops. 
In his workshop entitled ‘“‘Christ 


Reflected but the Mirror is Cracked,’’ 
Father Dennis Mikulanis, pastor of Holy 
Spirit Church, San Diego, called upon 
catechists to keep an open mind to true 


teaching, to read and to educate 
themselves. 
Father Mikulanis stressed the 


importance of ecumenism which ‘‘helps 
us identify each other as brothers and 
sisters of God.”’ 

‘If we can present a united picture of 
Christ, then the world will benefit. When 
the world benefits, the church grows,’’ he 
explained. 

Father James Gehl, director of the Los 
Angeles archdiocesan Office of Family 
Life, broadened the definition of family 
for parish communities in his workshop, 
‘‘Family: A Top Priority in Our Church 
and in Our Hearts.”’ 

Basing his definition on ‘‘A Family 
Perspective in Church and Society,” a 
document issued this year by the U.S. 
bishops’ Commission on Marriage and 
Family Life, Father Gehl said everyone in 
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the parish is included — nuclear families, 
divorced and separated, widowed, single 
parents and (never-married) singles. 
With this broader view of family, ‘‘all 
life and ministry’ in a parish should be 
seen ‘‘through the lens of family,”’ he 


said. ‘ y 
Jesuit Father Paul Decker, in focusing 


on ‘‘The Role of Mary in the 1980s, Her 
Impact on Religious Education,’’ said 
Mary provides various models by having 
lived as a fully human person. 

Father Decker directs the Center for 
Pastoral Studies at Loyola Marymount 


University, Los Angeles. 
Mary was an unwed mother and a 


single parent for a while and was probably 
looked down upon by many in her 
community, he said. However, she was 
not ashamed of who she was, he added. 

She said ‘‘yes’’ to God and endured the 
suffering and pain that entailed, Father 
Decker related. 

In the workshop, ‘‘Reconciliation: 
Christ’s Compassion Reflected,’ M. 
Jane Gorman, pastoral associate and 
director of catechetical ministries at Our 
Lady of Mt. Carmel parish, Rancho 
Pejiasquitos, highlighted methods of 
working with parents, as well as children,

Two-for-one becomes chilling

The phenomenon of twins has always 
fascinated the scientific community. In 
the case of Dead Ringers (20th Century 
Fox), the protagonists are twins and 
scientists. In director David 
Cronenberg’s hands, the combination is 
chilling. 

Based on the novel ‘“Twins,’’ which 
was loosely derived from the true and 
tragic story of two Manhattan 
gynecologists who were also identical 
twins, ‘‘Dead Ringers’’ tracks the 
downward spiral of Beverly and Elliot 
Mantle (Jeremy Irons in both roles). 
Highly respected Toronto gynecologists 
specializing in female infertility, the twins 
switch identities at will. To their peers, 
their patients or any women they might 
fancy, they play interchangeable roles. As 
they share and share alike, they have little 
concern for the emotional toll their game 
has on others or on themselves, for that 


matter. 
As life would have it, the men are 
different — Elliot, is gregarious and 


conniving; Beverly is shy and introverted 


A fun-to-read 


THE CATHOLIC FACT BOOK by 
John Deedy; Chicago: The Thomas 
More Press, 1986; 412 pages: $23.95hb 


A reference book that’s fun to read? 
That may seem a contradiction in terms, 
but in this case it’s true. John Deedy has 
put together a “somewhat eccentric, 
though engaging work. 

The book contains seven sections and 
an extensive index. The sections are, for 
the most part, so broadly conceived that it 
is difficult to summarize all of them. To 
give some flavor of the book, the 
following will look closely at one section. 

Section III is called ‘“The Teaching 
Church.’’ It: opens with a_ brief 
introduction, citing tradition, the Bible 
and the teaching authority of the Church 
as the three sources of Church teaching. 
A discussion of Sacred Tradition follows, 
which flows into a discussion of tradition 


— and these distinctions are shrewdly 
caught by worldly actress Claire Niveau 
(Genevieve Bujold), a patient who falls 
for Beverly while unknowingly becoming 
a sexual pawn of Elliot’s. 

Claire’s love and concern for Beverly 
ultimately catalyzes Beverly’s breakdown 
since he is simply unable to sustain an 
outside love relationship or assert an 
individual identity separate from his 
brother’s. 

As Beverly sinks into despair and drug 
abuse destroying his medical credibility, 
Elliot drugs up as well in a bizarre 
attempt to save his brother’s life. 
Comparing themselves to a famous pair 
of Siamese twins who lived and died in 
tandem, the Mantle twins have no ability 
to function or survive separately. 

With the help of innovative computer 
technology that enables Jeremy Irons to 
play opposite Jeremy Irons in the same 
shot, Irons brilliantly projects the subtle 
nuances of each brother’s personality. 
Less than halfway through the film, it’s 
easy to distinguish Beverly from Elliot 
and watch in utter fascination the Jekyll- 
and-Hyde transformations that lead to 
their inevitable, gruesome destruction. 


Irons never once allows his characters’ 
credibility to falter nor does he stoop to 
horror-show tactics to depict the men’s 
deeply rooted psychological wounds. 

Bujold plays an equally fascinating 
character. As an actress who is neither 
flighty nor emotionally fragile, Claire 
swiftly senses the brothers’ mental 
unbalance and refuses to be victimized by 
it. Bujold’s weary face and worn manner 
make her tender regard for Beverly all the 
more touching. 

Noted for his work on_ such 
psychological horror films as ‘“The Dead 
Zone’’ and ‘‘The Fly,”’ director-co-writer 
Cronenberg pulled out all the stops here 
to make the Mantle twins both believable 
and nightmarish. i” 

This movie contains much profanity 
and discussion of gynecological and 
fertility issues in graphic terms, several 
explicit, kinky sexual encounters with 
some frontal nudity and a gruesome, 
bloody finale.

Next comes ‘‘The Place of the Bible,’’ 
which manages to convey what the Bible 
is and what it contains. That leads to an 
examination of the popes and the Bible, 
concluding with a note on Vatican II and 
the Bible. 

From there we move on to infallibility, 
which carries naturally into encyclicals. 
This tells what an encyclical is, then lists 
some major encyclicals and the main 
point of each. Having covered the pope, 
bishops get their due, as their teaching 
office is explained. 

The section then closes with a 
thoughtful essay called ‘‘Conscience and 
the Catholic.’’ The entire section is only 
44 pages. Much of it is narrative broken 
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up by lists, and a lot of information is 
compressed into those pages. 

Most of the other sections are also 
interestingly arranged. Some, such as 
‘Saints’? and ‘‘Famous Catholics of 
History’’ are fairly self-explanatory. But 
ones like ‘‘Movements, Artifacts, 
Institutions, Orders, Organizations and 
Communication’’ almost defy 
description. The other sections include 
‘‘History, The Basic Tenets of Belief and 
Miscellanea,’’ which is a glossary of some 
common and not-so-common words and 
terms. 

This delightful book isn’t intended to 
replace other reference books. It makes, 
though, a fine companion to the annual 
Catholic Almanac, and a _ good 
supplement to the one-volume Catholic 
Encyclopedia.

Hablando desde el docel papal que 
identifica a la misidn como ‘basilica 
menor, el Sr. Obispo Maher dijo en su

permite celebrar la liturgia en su nombre 
en este dia, reconociendo su santidad e 
invocando su ayuda.”’

‘*Siendo un misionero activo entre los 
indios, él nos alienta a cumplir con amor 
auténtico nuestra misidn y a buscar con 
gran celo la salvacidn de los otros,’’ dijo el 
obispo.

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Area Hmongs struggle 
to preserve tradition

LINDA VISTA — During the 
Vietnam War, Chau Fang worked with 
the CIA in Laos. With the fall of 
Vietnam, Fang and many of his people, 
the Hmong, were in great danger. 

During the Vietnam war, the Hmong 
fought side-by-side with American 
troops. Because of this association, the 
Hmong were driven out of their 
homeland. Some migrated to countries 
such as the United States, Canada and 
Australia; some are still in refugee camps, 
said Reggie Smith, a member of the 
University of San Diego Neighborhood 
Committee which seeks to improve 
community relations. 

The Hmong (pronounced mong) are 
an ancient tribe of mountain people who 
migrated from China to the upper 
mountains of Laos, Thailand and North 
Vietnam, explained Fang, a parishioner 
and former catechist for the Hmong at 
Holy Family Church in Linda Vista. 

Because of his affiliation with the CIA, 
Fang and his family were among the first 
Hmongs to migrate to the United States. 

Many Hmongs migrated to San Diego 
because the climate and environment 
resembled that of Southeast Asia, he said. 

The refugees were settled by Catholic 
Community Services Refugee Re- 
settlement and Immigration program into 
the Linda Vista community where 
housing was accessible, explained 
program manager Solomon Belette. 

The Hmong population in Linda Vista 
is estimated at 1,500 and 3,000 
throughout the county, said Chu Yang, 
president of Laos Family Community 
Inc. a non-profit organization which 
serves Hmong people in San Diego. 

Although many of the older Hmongs 
did not want to leave the comfort of the 
refugee camps in Thailand, Fang saw the 
move as ‘‘an opportunity to go to school’”’ 
and receive a higher education. ‘“‘I 
understand the meaning of freedom to be 
to learn and work as much as we can to

our ability. In my country, only the rich 
people have the chance to go to school,”’ 
said Fang. 

‘*T think the future will be excellent for 
our children,’’ he added. _ 

As.the young Hmongs become more 
adapted and assimilated into the 
American culture, the communication 
gap between the older generation widens, 
Fang noted. 

He believes the Hmong community 
needs to stick together and carry over its 
traditions to the younger generation. 

‘‘We should preserve our culture,’’ he 
said. 

One of the Hmong traditions that has 
survived the migration is the needlework 
of the women. Known as Pa nDau, the 
needlework uses vivid colors and 
symmetrical embroidered designs. 

Because Hmongs had no written 
language until recently, their heritage and 
follktales were passed down through Pa 
nDau. 

An art exhibit of the Pa nDau work will 
be on display at the University of San 
Diego until Oct. 19. One of the 
embroideries depicts Viet Cong soldiers 
gunning down Hmong men and women. 
Others are strictly cut applique designs. 

Fang does not believe the Pa nDau will 
survive much longer because the Hmong 
children are too busy (with school, work, 
adapting) to learn the intricate patterns. 

Blia Cha, 22 and mother of four, is also 
concerned that the Pa nDau tradition will 
be lost if they do not make the time to 
teach their children. Cha’s work can be 
seen at the USD exhibit. 

Many of the Hmong, especially the 
older ones, dream of returning to the 
homeland where things were relaxed and 
not as busy, where traditions would be 
passed on, said Fang. 

Even though Fang is now a United 
States citizen, received a college 
education and has adapted quite well, he, 
too, misses his homeland. 

“*Tf the Communists withdrew, I would 
go back. We could use the skills and 
education we have received in America to 
develop our country,’’ said Fang.
